W. Sanford Evans described the school in 
New York. e said the important question 
was, were the Ethical] Culture schoo 
in principle, and was moral education possi- 
ble in the public schools? He thought they 
were, and di with the adverse opin- 
ion of Prof. Soldan at the morning session 
regarding their possibilities.

Our actions as men and women were the 
results of certain principles that we accept- 
ed in childhood. By drawing forth the ap- 
preciation of children of the examples of 


reat and good people we were bound to in- 
uce them to imitate them. irect moral 
teaching was also beneficial perfecting 


the human character. It was not possible 
to give a child an adequate conception of 

, since it had no experience to aid it in 
forming such a conception of the great ulti- 
mate realities. The mistake in pedagogy had 
been pointed out clearly, the s er said, 
by Prof. Hall at the morning meeting. It

Similarly the child, after it had acquired 
an understanding and love for nature, was 
capable of conceiving an adequate idea of 
the Creator. It was a mistake to make 
teaching .dogmatic, and wrong to impose 
the belief of results upon children without 
showing the process and the reason for the 
results. This was the aim of the teachers 
in the New York School of Ethical Culture. 
What we needed to arrive at was new truth, 
and it was sought to teach the child the 
3 to discover it. 

T. Evans stated that the Sunday-Schools 
of Ethical Culture in New on 
the same principle as those of Chicago. 
The first course consisted of Bible stories, 
the moral contained in them being sug- 
gested to the pupils. The Greek legends fol- 
lowed the scriptural, Definite moral instruc- 
tion was next taught, in relation to our bod- 
les, molding knowledge and conduct in the 
various relations of life. One hundred and 
fifty-six pupils were on the list in New 
York and the average attendance was be- 
tween 100 and 125. The course of study dif- 
fered slightly from that followed in Chi- 
cago, but singing also formed an important 
portion of the instruction. It was not con- 
sidered that perfection had been attained in 
the system, but it was being approached 
and would be reached in time. ' 
Prof. Sheldon, after the conclusion of Mr. 
Evans’ address, called upon Miss Juniata 
Stafford of Chicago for some remarks upon 
the subject. Miss Stafford expressed the 
opinion that success in the guidance and 
instruction of children depended altogether 
upon making them understand what was 
expected of them. She also urged positive, 
not negative, concrete and abstract, lessons, 
illustrating her contenton by several appa- 
site stories of the ways of children. 


Prof. Sheldon next called upon Mr. Lighty, 
principal of the St. Louis school, who de- 
scribed some points of difference in detail 
between the methods of instruction followed 
in St. Louls and New York. The Socratic 
method was used in St. Louis, whereby the 
child was Zy induced to form its 
own principles from the examples presented 
to it for its study and examination. 

No erases system existed in the St. Loul 
school, which might be. said to be compos 
of graduated units. The course proceed 
from instruction in duties to animals to in- 
struction in the duties of the home in the 
relations of children to their parents. In- 
struction was conveyed by means of verses 
and stories, which the pupils committed to 
memory. A life of Jesus for the young 
formed the subject of the study of a class 
this year. Another part of e Sunday- 
school was the class of young men and 
women who met for the purpose of studying 
biography. 

The form of study was by conference and 
the lives of Lincoln, Caesar and other great 
men had been discussed. A director for the 
musical feature employed in the New York 
and Chicago schools was needed in. the St. 
Louis school, as music supplied a means of 
inspiration, especially to the young. 

Each of the speakers recelved liberal ap- 
plause at the close of his remarks. 

A general discussion followed, in which 
several members of the audience took part, 
and various questions regarding the meth- 
ods they described as in use in their schools 
were answered by the teachers. 

In the absence of Mr. Salter, principal of 
the Philadelphia Ethical Sunday-school, F. 
Burns Weston described the course fol- 
lowed in that city, and expressed high ad- 
miration for the success of the schools for 
ethical culture there. 

Professor Sheldon announced that he at 
length saw a prospect of the establish- 
ment of a large Sunday-school for ethical 
culture in St. Louis. Special qualities were 
required in a sutcessful teacher of chil- 
dren; and they were difficult to find. It 
was a natural gift to some, denied to 
others. 

Mr. Evans of New York made some fur- 
ther remarks regarding the best method of 
arousin the ambitions and aspirations 
and cultivating the inclinations of the 
young ‘by exciting their admiration for 
the character and actions of great and 
good men. This, with the study of nature, 

e considered the surest way to educate the 

young to the best advantage. 
T. W. Allison of Chicago followed with a 
few remarks on the negessity of interest- 
ing and cheering the children in the 
schools, and Prof. Sheldon declared that 
the teachers who had addressed the meet- 
ing were endowed with the divine gift of 
a special capacity for n the young, 
some 1,900 of whom were under their in- 
struction.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April B. —Chalr- 
man Powers of the House Committee on Pa- 
cific Railroads to-day presented to the 
House the report of the majority of the com- 
mittee upon the Pacific railroad bill. It 
makes a very comprehensive and exhaus- 
tive dooument. The report sketches very 
briefly the familiar history of the legisla- 
tion by which the Government granted sub- 
gsidy bonds to the Pacific roads and then out- 
lines exhaustively the provisions which Con- 
gress has made from time to time for the 
repayment of the bonds. The report says 
on this point: 

The acts of Con prescribing the pro- 
vision to be made 2 the companies for the 
repayment of bonds and the interest there- 
on have all been fully complied with by the 
com anies. 

‘It was believed by Congress,“ the re- 

ways, that the provisions so prescribed 

be made would suffice to disc arge the 
subsidy bonds and interest thereon at matu- 
rity. As a matter of fact they have not 
sufficed. The insufficiency of the Congress. 
tonal provision has not resulted from any 
failure or omission of any of the companies 
to fully 9 the provisions of the vari- 
ous acts of ngress, but has resulted from 
two causes; first, the great reduction in

Three possible lines of policy seemed open 
to the Government, Mr. Powers states, viz:

2. Foreclosure and sale of the Govern- 
ment's lien, which would practically reach 
the same result. of the Government's ac- 
guistwon of the roads. The roads, if sold 
or what they would fetch, would yield little 
or nothing for the Government on its debt. 

8. To make an arrangement with the com- 
panies which should secure to the Govern- 
ment the payment of fixed amounts at pre- 
scribed dates as large as the reasonably an- 
e earnings would bear. 

The committee 
adopted the third plan and extended the 
Government lien to embrace the whole 
properties, including terminals, branch lines 
and feeders and equipments. 


The bill requires the Southern Pacific 
lease of the Central to be modified to guar- 
antee the indebtedness of the Central. The 
report estimates $4,000,000 to be a fair aver- 
age of the annual earnings of the roads 
and declares that it will be folly to exact 
more each year than the income of that 
year could discharge. On this basis, it is 
estimated the payment of fixed charges each 
year will be: Central Pacific, $3,825,890; Un- 
ion Pacific $3,628,548... In each case a small 
margin is left to cover unexpected con- 
tingencies. The 7 2 continues: 

It ts provided at the charge due to 
companies from the government for trans- 
portation of mails, supplies, etc., shall be 
withheld by the Government if default is 
made in any year’s payment. These charges 
alons will nearly meet the annual interest 
charges. The bill authorizes the Union Pa- 
cific to issue a new four per cent mort- 
gage for the amount of its — first 
mort e of $54,000,000. The Central Pacific 
is to end its first mortgage on the aided 

rtion of its line at a rate not exceed- 
mg five per cent. This added to existing 
first mortgages aggreca® ©, „ 
sinking funds applicable thereto amounting 
to $10,763,000, which leaves the mortgage in- 
debtedness on the entire system at $12,801,000. 

In referring to the Union Pacific, the re- 
port says that at previous stages at the his- 
tory of this question, it has embraced a 
vast and well appointed property with a 
mileage of 8,500 miles, but there now re- 
mains only the Union Pacific Railroad prop- 
er, embracing about 2,000 miles as a subject 
for congressional legislation. Even this 
property must be regarded as subject to dis- 
memberment as a result of any prolonged 
omission on the part of Congress to enact 
legislation necessary for the protection of 
the interest of the Government. Six mort- 
gage foreclosure proceedings are pending 
affecting the various mortgage divisions of 
the Union Pacific railway proper, three of 
these having been instituted under mort- 
gages prior to the lien of the Government. 


Mr. Powers’ report concludes: It is mani- 
fest that unless a bill providing for the 
settlement of the indebtedness of the rail- 
ways if adopted by Congress, it must make 
immediate provision for the payment of 
the first mortgage bonds upon the subsidized 
portions of the Union Pacific Railroad and 
early provision for the payment of the like 
bonds upon the subsidized parts of the 
Central Pacific Railroad and, addition to 
this, adequate provisions for the acquire- 
ment of such portions of the unsubsidized 
properties as are clearly indispensible to the 
operation of the aided portions. 

In the presen? condition of the Treas- 
ury no funds are gvailable for such aeppli- 
cation and in the event that Congress 
should desire to carry such an undertaking 
into effect it must immediately provide 
the necessary revenue to cover the appro- 
priation. The provision reasonably nec- 
essary for such purpose would exceed $80,- 

„000. The committee cannot recommend 
any increase of the public debt by the is- 
sue of the bonds of the United States, 
which would be required for such a pur- 
pose. It is believed that for the first time 
in the history of this matter the relations 
of the Pacific railroads-to the United States 
may and should unhesitatingly be dealt 
with as a business problem. 

“It is believed that this legislation should 
be comprehensive and final, and should ter- 
minate the intimate relations of the Gov- 
ernment with the enterprises of these rail- 
road companies.”

Meet in Cleveland. 

MANY MATTERS TO SETTLE. 

The Admission of Women, Removal ef 


Time Limit, Popular Amusements, 
Changes in the Episcopacy. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 25.—Cleveland is 
the Mecca of Methodism this year. The 
twenty-second delegatéd general conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church will 
meet here the first week in May, and de- 
vote & month to legislation which will af- 
fect nearly 3,000,000 of members. Delega- 
tions are expected from all sections of the 
United States, and from Norway. Ger- 
many, Italy, China, Japan, Mexico and 
South America. © Fraternal messengers 
will represent English, Irish and Cana- 
dian Methodists, the Methadist Episcopal 


Church South and oth evangellcal de- 
nominations. There will be over 500 dele- 
gates in the general conference. Since 
this conference ig the great quadriennial 
event of this denomination, it is safe to as- 
sume that the visiting preachers and lay- 
men will be numbered by the hundreds, 
and possibly thousands. The numerous 
vital 1 Smee to be settled and the ac- 
cessibility of Cleveland increase the prob- 
ability of a larga attendance of visitors. 
The entertainment committee, of which 
Dr. A.. J. Palmer of New York City is 
chairman, has secured from the hotels a 
promise that the usual rates will not be 
increased during the conference. The ex- 
penses of delegates will be paid by the 
church, but of course visitors will be re- 
quired to pay their own nses. 

A general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church is as interesting in many 
ways as a national political convention or 
a session of Congress. It attracts numer- 
ous visitors who are more or less inter- 
ested in the matters up for consideratior 
and who are eager to present at each 
session. The Finance Committee this year 
has decided to charge $100 for a box and 
$10 for a chair, and the momentum of in- 
terest among the visitors will doubtless 
cause them to pay the amount asked with- 
out a murmur, and thus help replenish a 
treasury badly in need of funds. Visitors 
form what is known as the “third house,“ 
or the lobby. While the visiting preachers 
would scorn the methods of a trained lob- 
byist, nevertheless they are not averse to 
practice the seductive art of suggestion 
and persuasion on delegates whom they 
desire to pursue a given course at the con- 
ference. Their methods are subtle, refined, 
interesting and often successful. 


The coming conference is one of peculiar 
interest because of the various constitu- 
tional questions to be settled, if possible, 
For years women have claimed the right 
to assist in making the laws of the church, 
but the men have denied them the right on 
the ground that it was unscriptural and in- 
expedient for women to have-the rule over 
men in the church. 

Next in importance to the woman ques- 
tion is the proposed removal of the time 
limit regulating the length of a preacher's 
stay in charge of one church. The Bishop 
fixes the appointments at the session of the 
annual conference, but cannot reappo 
for more than five years. At the end o 
five years the ay 
the removal of the preacher. Durir 
past quadriennium there has been consid- 
erable discussion of this question, particu- 
larly among the city pastors. e circuit 
riders and men appointed to small stations 
are not much in favor of a removal of the 
limit. The argument urged by those who 
want the limit removed is that a metro- 
— church cannot be developed to a 

igh degree of efficiency by a pastoraie of 
five years. 


Another question of more widespread in- 
terest among the laity, and especially the 
young people, is the proposed elimination 
from the church discipline of the specific 
rules against popular amusements. Danc- 
ing, card playing and theater going are 
named particularly, and provision made 
for the expulsion of any indulging in these 
amusements. A rigorous enforcement of 
these rules would have a bad effect on the 
membership of some of the city churches, 
where there is a superabundance of wealth, 
society and young people. 

A matter of deep concern to the more 
advanced Methodists and the leaders in all 
sections is that of the election of additional 
Bishops to particular geographical stations, 
At present there are eighteen Bishops, two 
of the number being designated as “mis- 
sionary Bishops.“ The distinction is that 
a missionary Bishop is in power only while 
in a particular territory, while a “regular 
Bishop is in full authority anywhere in the

HIGH-PRICED WATER, 

Councilman Franklin Feryiss’ effort to 
secure cheaper water for the people is a 
move in the right direction, It will meet 
with approval in every household in the 
city. 

Every human being ought to be entitled 
to all the fresh air and pure water needed 
to sustain life and health. The air is 
free in St. Louis, but owing to certain 
artificial conditions, such as the 
cost of reservoirs and pumping ma- 
chinery, laying pipes and other things, 


without paying for it. But no one should 
be made to pay an outrageous price for 
this essential of life and health. 

Figures printed in Saturday’s Post- 
Dispatch show that the revenue from 
water rates has annually exceeded $1,000,- 
000 since 1890. Last. year the receipts 
from this source were 31,264, 253.60, and 
the previous year $1,250,935.25. The cost 
of operating the works for these two 
years respectively has been $423,250.58 
and $371,806.30, making the revenues on 
an average about three times more than 
the operating expenses. 

Judging from these figures, it would 
seem that the citizens could have their 
water rates considerably reduced without 
crippling the waterworks equipment or 
causing a cessation of the improvements 
needed to perfect the system. 


SCOTCH THE “SCORCHER,”’ 


With the grass, the budding of flowers 
and the warm sunshine, fine bicycling 
weather has arrived. But, with these 
pleasing arrivals has come another, not 
so welcome, 

There it goes, with arched back, 
humped shoulders, bulging eyes and 
strained look® It is on a wheel and the 
gravel files, the dust ascends and people, 
horses and dogs watch it in wonder- 
ment and fear as it pedals past or among 
them with rigid arms and legs working 
in a frantic delirium of motion. 

That is the genus “scorcher.” 

He propels his wheel at breakneck 
speed along the crowded business streets, 
through the parks and over the boule- 
vards. He is as much the terror of the 


old, whom he dashes by or toward or 
across at all times of day and evening, 
as he is to pedestrians and drivers of 
vehicles. One of his tribe ran down three 
little girls in one of the parks the other 
day, and similar and more serious acci- 
dents may be ‘confidently expected to 
follow in the wake of the scorcher“ as 
the season advances. 

Wherever he appears he is an unmit- 
gated nuisance, a destroyer of comfort 
and a menace to life and limb. The only 
place for him is on a race-track, with a 
high fence between him and the rest of 
mankind.

80.

DOG-QEAFTING POSSIBILITIES. 
Quite a number of people believe that 


whenever u a missing member 
or other part of the human anatomy 
any flesh, bone, skin or organ of one of 
the lower animals is utilized by a sur- 
geon, that the individual operated on 
will ever afterwards partake of the 
characteristics of the animal from whom 
the grafted piece was taken. 

To such persons it may be interesting 
to speculate upon what will bé the prob- 
able results of the grafting of the bone 
of a dog’s foreleg into the leg of Fran- 
cisco Cameo to supply a decayed strip of 
bone therein, which was done the other 
day in a New York hospital.

Leonard Musan Suspected ef Murder- 
ing His Boy Companien While Fishing. 


The police are now of the opinion that 
Oliver Connor, the 10-year-old colored boy 
who was drowned in O’Meara’s quarry 


ond at Euclid and Ashland avenues Fri- 

ay, was shoved in by his playmate, Leon- 
ard Musan, also colored. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Wait began 
the inquest on the body of young Connor 
and had as witnesses George White and 
Joseph McCune, both colored boys. 

Musan, Connor, White and McCune all 
went fishing Friday afternoon. Towards 
evening three of them came running back 
to their homes, all on Ashland avenue, and 
told their parents about the drowning of 
Connor. 

Musan and White then told the story that 
Connor was siting on the rocks high above 
the quarry pond, dangling a hook and line 
in the water, when they went down below 
near the water’s edge and out of view of 
Connor, to catch craw-fish. 

They had not been away from Connor 
long, they said, when they heard their 
companion yell. There was a splash in 
the water around the ledge of rocks which 
they could not see. 

They ran up to where they had left Con- 
nor @ few minutes before and he was not 
there. His hat was lying on a rock. They 
looked over the lodge and saw the water 
below bubbling and -whirling, and they 
knew that Connor had fallen. Tha 
their story then. 17

the dead boy. She said that neighbors 
had told her of remarks made by the boys 
outside of their homes. Alth her 
testimony was hearsay the Coroner thought 
enough of it t) post e the inquest until 
more witnesges could be secured. 

Mrs. Connor’s story was that White and 
McCune had told several of the neigh- 
bors’ boys that the four of them had dug 
up a lot of fish worms down on the flats 
near the water and had gone up on a ledge 
of rocks to fish. Connor claimed a cer- 
tain can of worms and Musan disputed it, 
saying they were his. 

In the heat of the argument for the pos- 
sion of the worms Musan shoved the Connor 
boy, perhaps to 12 him away from the 
disputed can, and the boy went over the 
ledge, dropped 20 feet to the water and 
then sank. That was the story related by 
Mrs. Connor to the Coroner.

of the column is expected to reach the out- 
posts of Buluwayo during the first week in 

ay and the main body, it is hoped, will 
reach the besieged town soon afterward. 

The relief corps from Mafeking consists of 
28 officers, 600 troopers, 732 horses and 9 
machine guns. The column also has with 
it ample supplies of food and ammunition, 
and is advancing by easy stages, so as to be 
in good fighting condition all the time. 

e greatest vigilance is also observed, as 
it is believed that a strong Matabele force 
has started south to intercept the corps.

PENSION BILL YETO. 


President Expresses Himself on Meas- 
ures for Individual Relief, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—The 
President to-day sent to the House a mes- 
sage vetoing a bill giving a pension of $50 to 
Francis E. Hoover. The President says he 
does not understand that it is claimed in 
any quarter that the present helpleas con- 
dition of this soldier is at (all attributable 
to his army service.

Lovely Now Between the Trans- 
Misseuri Lines. 


CHICAGO, II., April %.—The Trans-Mis- 
souril roads have settled all of their aim- 
culties and affairs in their territory are in 
better shape than they have ever been be- 
fore. An agreement has been reached to 


remove from the market all of the Kansas 
City-Colorado tickets which have been such 
a source of demoralzation, and further ar- 
rangements have been made whereby Sec- 
retary Flynn of the Denver and local as- 
sociation will be able to keep track of all 
the business and check * irregularities 
at the outset. If any road is caught using 
tickets to scalp the market it shall forfeit 
all of the revenue derived from the sale of 
such tickets and the money shall be used 
to support the local association. These 
articles of agreement, together with th 
adoption of the party rate tickets, report- 
ed last night, practically removes all 
sources of trouble from the trans-Missourl 
ea. 

A call was issued to-day for the next reg- 
ular meeting of the Transcontinental As- 
sociation to be held in San Francisco. It 
is expected that the consideration of Cana- 
dian Pacific affairs will take up much of 
the time of the meeting. That road now 
has pending before the association two 
appeals from the decision of the Chairman, 
and is anxious for a decision of its claims. 
It wants in particular to withdraw part 
of its business from the association and it 
wishes to meet locally a mileage rate that 
is in effect over the other lines. 

The Board of Managers of the Joint 
Traffic Association has approved a propo- 
sition that lines in the Central Passenger 
Committee to Cincinnati, Louisville and 
other points on the Ohio River, between 
Louisville and Pittsburg, be authorized to

Emperor William’s Plan to Re- 
juvenate the Army. 


IT BREEDS DISCONTENT. 


Ferger Ven Hammerstein Is Sorry He 
Did Not Become an Editor 
in New York. 


BERLIN, April 25.—The spring list of pro- 
motions and retirements from the army 
has just been published, and has increased 
the discontent already displayed. The num- 
ber of officers retired is larger than ever, 
and their age and rank plainly show that 
the Emperor is adhering to the plan of re- 


juvenating the army. 

A pamphlet published by an officer of the 
general staff shows that the retirements and 
promotions are much more rapid in the Ger- 
man than in the French army. The aver- 
age age of the German officer of the rank 
of Major or upwards is four and a half 
years less than that of the French. None 
of the Generals just reduced are very old 
or incapacitated. Among them are General 
Spitz, 64 years of age, who habitually rep- 
resented the War Department in the Reichs- 
tag, and who is said to have been too Hb- 
eral in politics.and not energetic enough to 
suit the Emperor; Brauchitsch, Chief of the 
War Academy, and Caprivi, the younger 
brother of the ex-Chancellor. These nu- 
merous changes in the army affect not only 
Prussia but Wurtemburg and Baden, 


The Chancellor, L. ce Hohenlohe, has 
been suffering from 1 inflamed throat 
during the past week, dee to the weather. 
The case is somewhat ser us, owing to the 
advanced age of the suffer r. 


Baron Von Hammerstein, the former 
Conservative leader and ex-editor of the 
Kreuz Zeitung, who was senteneed on 
April 22 to three years’ imprisonment and 
a fine of 1,500 marks, after having been 
convicted of forgery, said 
sentative of the Associated Press after his 
conviction:. “I am sorry now that I did 
not accept an invitation to go to America 
which I received through a friend soon 
after my flight from Berlin last summer. 
A New York editor offered me a fine edi- 
torial position, but owing to my ignorance 
of the English language, I refused it.“ 


The jubilees on May 10 at Frankfort-on- 
Main, and on May Ii at Berlin, will be 
grand affairs. The City Council of Fran! 
fort-on-Main has allotted 90,000 marks to 
decorate the streets, and the citizens have 
raised another sum of 2,000 marks with 
which to illuminate the monument of Will- 
lam I. A significant speech from the Em- 
peror is expected at the unveiling. 

In Berlin there will be divine service 
in the open air, near the Schloss, in the 
presence of the Emperor, and there will 
be an enormous parade in the afternoon, 
in which 20,000 veterans from all parts of 
Germany will take part. 


A number of German army officers, in- 
cluding representatives of the War Depart- 
ment, by invitation of a representative of 
the Maxim Co., attended an extensive test 
in the Hosenzaide district of quick-firin 
guns of a new pattern. The excellence o 
the guns was admitted, but it was pointed 
out that there would-be difficulty in getting 
sufficient ammunition to the spot to serve 
them, and this difficulty was looked upon 
as being insurmountable. Besides, it would 
cost 200,000,000 marks to equip the German 
army with the new Maxim, and until 
France or Russia adopts a field gun vastly 
superior to the present weapon in use, Ger- 
many will retain the guns she has at pres- 
ent, although it is admitted that they are too 
slow.

GOVERNMENT AND STATE. 


A Peculiar Complication in the State of 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, April 2%.—It is not de- 
lleved that there has been any friction 
caused between the National Government 


and the government of the State of Wash- 
ington by the action of the former in rela- 
tion to the occupation of Sand Island at 
the mouth of the Columbia River. The 
facts in the case gleaned here are that the 
State authorities applied to the United 
States military authorities at Fort Canby 
for permission to enter upon Sand Island, 
which is a part of the United States mili- 
tary reservation there, to expel certain 
strikers who threatened to destroy private 

roperty consisting of fish traps. As the 

nited States holds exclusive jurisdiction 
over such reservations and may not waive 
it in favor of a State, the State authorities 
were informed their request could not be 
complied with, and furthermore, orders 
were sent by General Otos, the commandor 
of the Department of the Columbia, to the 
commander at Fort Canby, to occupy the 
reservation himself and expel all intruders. 
Under this order will de included militia- 
men as well as strikers, but as the removal 
of the latter will obviate the necessity 
for the presence of the militia it is believed 
here that the ends of the State authorities 
will be as well served as by the granting 
of their request. The order applies at 
present to the lands above high tide mark.

Finally re- 
morse seized her, and before her death she 
revealed the truth. Davenport is poor, and 
thus far has not been able to find out wheth- 
er the real child of the woman he called 
mother is still alive.

Still, every time that 
man rides and wins his name is firmly linked 
with that of the wheel on which he rides, 
even if he does get paid for doing so, and 
that is an advertisement for the machine. 
A big ery is raised about the expense, but 
the money paid for the support of racing 
* is: really but a small proportion of 
the advertising account of a big house, 
That racing men have done good advertis- 
ing has been proven over and over again. 
The doings of Johnnie Johnson, followed 
up by the careful and systematic news- 
paper advertising, served to make two dif- 
ferent machines which he rode among the 
best known on the American market. The 
firm which employed Eddie Bald last season 
declined to enter into another contract, and 
has announced that it will have no team this 
ear at all. ~Yet, in spite of that, a prom- 
nent member of the firm said: “If we had 
Bald this year he could not win any larger 
proportion of races than he did last year, 
and we would therefore gain no additional 
advantage. If he has a reversal of form, 
and does not do as well as he did before, we 
will gain by that, for then the condlusion 
will be reached that he would have done bet- 
ter on our machine.“

The question of “club runs“ is giving many 
a cycling club no little concern. The attend- 
ance on club runs has very materially drop- 
ped off in the yast few years, until now, 
when the Captain is so fortunate as to turn 
out a baker's dozen he is considered to be 
something of a hustler. 

Investigation will no doubt disclose the

TO TELL THE GEAR.

Forty-Five Thousand Turners Will 
Take Part, and There Will Be 
110,000 Visitors. 


The twenty-seventh national festival of 
the Nord-Amerikanischer Turner Bund will 
be held in this city on May 6, 7, 8 and 9, 
1897. This was decided yesterday by the 


national officers. 

It is expected that fully 45,000 active turn- 
ers will take part in the festival, while 
there will be over 110,000 visitors to the city 
during the festivities.

Under this law the 
Recorder of Voters (now called the Board of 
Election Commissioners) 1e required to es- 
tablish two voting places in each ward of 
the * 4 and to certify under his oath of 
office the persons elected at such primaries. 
The reasons for the enactment of this law 
are well known to the people of the State; 
the chief reason being to provide the manner 
in which the members of either of the po- 
litical parties could be assured of a fair 
election, the counting and proper return of 
each honest ballot and thus obtain a fair 
expression of the wishes of the members of 
such parties. 

A state of affairs in larger cities of this 
State had been brought about by which un- 
principled methods have obtained in the 
management of the party machinery, and 
through it stifled the voice of the eople. It 
was hoped by all good men in the State that 
the enactment by the Legislature in 1891 of 
what is popularly known as the Ryan 
law“ would put an end to the. absolutely 
disgraceful proceedings which had obtained 
in the management of the affairs of the two 
great parties in this State.

PRESENT RATES ARE HIGH. 


If This Step Is Taken, However, Com- 
missjener Holman Says It Will Re- 
sult in Water Being Unfiltered. 


There is a fair prospect that the water 
rates in this city may be lowered, The ques- 
tion at least is being agitated, a resolution 
having been offered in the Council looking 
to this end. 

Franklin Ferris is the member responsi- 
bie for the resolution. It asks that the May- 
or be requested to furnish the Council with 
information as to the advisability of re- 
ducing the rates. 

Mr. Ferris when asked his reasons for in- 
trodueing the resolution, said: 


‘The water rates in this city are 
somewhat high. The city has spent an im- 
mense amount of money on water-works 


extensions, which are nearly completed. 
The people know comparatively little about 
the condition of affairs and the merits of the 
situation. I have, therefore, for the purpose 
of developing facts and information, intro- 
duced a resolution asking the Mayor to tell 
us about it: to give-us a bird’s eye view of 
the situation. We are in a rather peculiar 
condition in relation to our water-works im- 

rovements, all the money to do the work

and cannt be raised in any other way.

“The reduction made, if any, would 
scarcely be appreciable to the individual 
consumer, while the sum total would be 
considerable. So the general loss would be 
great, while the benefit would be inconsid- 
erable. We need a filtering system. We 
have the best water in the world and now 
all that is needed to make it perfect is to 
have it clear at all times. The rates 
charged now are not so very great and do 
Dot constitute a burden upon anybody, and 
I would think it inadvisable to change now. 

“The extension is made practically, it is 
true, but then there is an immense amount 
yet to be done. The Bissell's Point works 
will have to undergo an overhauling and a 
mass of details be finished up before the 
work can be declared complete.”

weather and chinch bugs in winter wheat, 
together with a Thomson report placing the 
condition of the crop lower than his pre- 
ceding report.

It is preposterous to assert that the condi- 
tion of winter wheat is lower now than it 
was the latter part of March or first of 
April. The weather conditions that have 
prevailed since then could not have been 
more favorable, and for the past couple of 
weeks have been simply ideal for forward- 
ing the growth of the plant. Every one of 
the latest State weekly bulletins and the 
too, have reported an im- 
provement in the crop and the private ad- 
vices have gone from one extreme to the 
other—from combines or half crop pros- 
pects to assured and even extravagant 
promise. The Eastern section of Ohio and 
thence on to the Atlantic seaboard States 
will undoubtedly be short in yield, but west 
of Ohlo, even including Indiana, the prom- 
ise appears to be far ahead of the average 
prospects at this season of the year. With 
no especially advised conditions from now 
on this country can depend upon a bountiful 
winter wheat crop. The spring wheat seed- 
ing is backward, but not so far that there 
is any danger of a shortened area. That 
reliable publication, the Minneapolis Mar- 
ket Record, claims that as large, if not a 
larger acreage than last year will be seed- 
ed. The only apprehensions to be felt will 
be future weather conditions with the possi- 
bility of early frosts on a late crop.

There is apparently no show for the bull 
turn to start from the other side the water. 
The short crops of the Argentine, Austra- 
lia and India seem to have been forgotten, 
and the low conditioned Government report 
of this country and the ominous outlook 
in the Northwest were not at all regarded. 
At least foreign markets did not act as 
though they were apprehensive of short 
supplies from this country. Both India 
and Australia have borne-out their claims 
of short crops, the former by exporting 
very little wheat and the latter by shipping 
none at all. Argentine exports have stead- 
ily declined, until for this past week they 
were 624,000 bu, against 1,816,000 bu for same 
week last year. Nor has Russia so far 
turned out much wheat, notwithstanding 
that country is said to hold large stocks 
at the markets and in reserve. The Daily 
Commercial Bulletin of yesterday said: 
Last year, for week orzo the 
present, Russia exported 4,400,000 bu wheat 
to Western Europe. The total shipments 
by all exporting countries to Eurepe that 
week amounted to 9 000 bu, or about 
2,250,000 bu in excess of ropean estimated 
requirements. , It is safe to say that no such 
amount was cleared for Europe this present 
week.“ Supplies abroad, save in ussia, 
and afloat. for Europe continue small; but 
their crops are in fine shape as a rule, their 
present necessities are not urgent and they 
appear to take chances of obtaining future 
supplies at low prices without any diffi- 
culty. 

„ * 

The next two months will tell the tale 
whether supplies of winter wheat outside 
the accumulative centers are so small as as- 
serted. They certainly are small in these 
centers. Whether all the wheat reported 
sold in the West and the Northwest and 
at the seaboard for export and to be shipped 
in May and July, will actually be shipped. 
Whether the winter wheat will be imperiled 
by bugs or frosts or hot winds or a raining 
harvest. Whether the spring wheat seeding 
is finished in good and sufficient shape. 
There are a good many contingencies to be 
taken into account before harvest, but just 
now there is nothing in sight that strongly 
favors any great advance. In the absence of 
outside speculation it looks like a repetition 
of past markets for some time—an oversold 
condition and a short sharp advance and 
then an overbought condition and a quick 
decline. Just now the market is oversold 
and that to a large amount. Any strong 
bull features next week may result in a 
considerable advance. 

* 


A notable sale was made in the St. Louis 
market yesterday, Some of that No. 2 hard 
winter wheat, which exporters haye de- 
clared could not be sold to any market in 
Europe, and which millers asserted was un- 
fit for milling, was taken for export. The 
amount was only a barge load, or 40,000 bu, 
but it shows that this wheat is salable 
abroad and leads to the belief that more of 
it will be moved out. One of the most ex- 
pert grain inspectors of this market has 
just finished a careful and thorough per- 
sonal examination of the entire stock of No. 
2 hard winter wheat in St. Louis elevators. 
He pronounces it sound and in first-class 
merchantable condition. 


The deadness of the cash demand for 
winter wheat is not a bull argument, and 


nowhere is this deadness more apparent 
than in the St. Louis market. Receipts 
were only moderate—77,.00 bu—and _ the 


stock has decreased 81,000 bu since last Sat- 
urday, but this reduction was due almost 
entirely to the withdrawal of the No. 1 
Northern sold for export. The milling de- 
mand was miserably poor, but few orders 
being filled for outside millers, and those 
of the city buying very sparingly.

AFFAIRS OF THE B. & O. 


Increasing Interest as to the Condition 
of the Company and the Causes 
‘ of Its Collapse.

NDW YORK, April 2%.—No important 
changes are noted in the general financial 
situation during the week. Both the money 
and foreign exchange markets have con- 
tinued in the general conditions established 
last week. The tendency of the former mar- 
ket seems to be toward a decline, while the 
dealings in foreign exchange continue dull 
and firm, with rates well below the nor- 
mal shipping point for gold. : 

The outlook as to the approaching Presi- 
dential campaign is still rather uncertain. 
The situation abroad is rather less encour- 
aging than before, owing to the resignation 
of the French mimistry and fear that in- 
ternational disturbances may arise out of 
the Britisa military expeditions in Egypt 
and South Africa. 

The general stock market retains its firm 
undertone, but the upward movement met 
with a serious check during the week, on 
account of a seemingly sensational dispatch 
sent to the leading ndon news 
by its American correspondent, depicting 
an unfavorable turn in the negotiations wi 
gg Britain over the Venezuelan ques- 

In the face 
general securities the development of con-

4 The comparative quiet that surrounds 
. & O. affairs is deceptive if it be taken to 


mean that the recriminations and the burst 
of indignation which followed the financial 
collapse of the company have exhausted 
the feeling that engendered them. On the 
contrary, interest in the condition of the 
property, more particularly as to the cause 
of its condition, is constantly on the in- 
crease, 

In Baltimore, where interest in the prop- 
erty is naturally keen, and even personal, 
there is a disposition to accept the bank- 
ruptcy of the concern as a long anticipated 
event. There it can only be ac 
a fact. But questions are being asked, in- 
sinuations are being made and investi- 
gations set on foot, which, if not answered 
or headed off in one way or another, will 
reveal to the world a particularly rotten 
bit of railway history. 


The danger is that a sincere and impartial 
inquiry into the affairs may be suppressed, 
for Baltimore is a peculiar city, and Bal- 
timoreans are after their own kind. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the Presiden 
of a corporation involves direct — 
bility to the security holders, Baltimoreans 
seem only mildly vexed with the head of 
the company, despite the particularly dis- 
astrous period of the past five years. 

If there were spolis to be divided, they 
say, nobody believes the President profitted 
in them. Baltimoreans and others, for that 
matter, believe that someone has blundered, 
and worse than that, but the President, 
never. Ignoring the essential fact of his re- 
9 there appears to be no evidence 
that he did. 0 

But the fact remains that blunder and 
mismanagement, to employ the terms usu- 
ally applied in polite discussion, have 
marked the management of the B. & O. 
company since 1883, and the points to be 
determined are, what was their character 
and who is responsible for them? This 
done, the question as to who, if anybody, 
profited by them will become pertinent, 
and if that A pT ie ever reaches the atten- 
tion of district attorneys it would be enough 
to turn over the busigess to the proper 
authorities. 

Unfortunately, such is too rarely the out- 
come of what is styled mismanagement of 
railways. What is everybody's business is 
nobody's business. It is to correct this 
that a committee of representative Balti- 
more capitalists has been recently formed, 
and they declare that they intend to make 
the downfall of the B. & O. their partic- 
ular business, and especially thé causes of 
that downfall, so far as they can locate 
them, and identify the persons responsible. 

It is encouraging to add that it is under- 
stood that interests identified with the New 
York committee propose to conduct an ex- 
amination to the same end. Between the 
two investigations it is to be Sones the 
story of the mismanagement of the B. & 0. 
company will be revealed in all of its naked-

GRANT STATUE UNVEILED. 


The Gift of Brooklyn’s Union League 
Club to the City. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—A colossal bronze 
Statue of Gen. U. S. Grant was unveiled this 


afternoon in front of the club-house of the 
Brooklyn Union League Club, at Dean street 
and Bedford avenue. 

The statue is donated to the city by the 
Union League Club. The base, which is of 
gray granite, is 16 feet high, and the figure 
is 15 feet 8 inches, making the whole stand 
about 31 feet above the street level. The 
effigy shows the great commander mounted 
and gazing at the progress of a battle. 

The dedication of the monument was 
made the occasion of a splendid military 

eant, soldiers of the United States Army, 
ational Guard of New York and sailors 
and marines from the Navy Yard to the 
number of 10,000 being in line. In addition, 
the Grand Army of the Republic was largely 
represented. hen the head of the proces- 
sion reached the club-house Gov. Morton 
and hie staff, who were in waiting, were 
loudly cheered. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, President 
of the Union League Club, presented the 
statue to Mayor Frederick W. Wurster, as 
the representative of Brooklyn. As Gen. 
Woodford stepped to the platform Ulysses 
S. Grant, grandson of the General, pulled 
the string and the statue was exposed 
amidst cheers from 20,000 throats. 

In accepting the statue Mayor Wurster 
returned thanks for it and said that by 
action of the city authorities the portion of 
Bedford avenue surrounding the statue

The contributions of the working 
members—the working members be it al- 
ways remembered—non-workers are a minus 
quantity that lessen the sum total. Every 
working member, then, is a contributor to, 
and a recipient of, the benefits of society. 
Speaking roughly, the contributions of indi- 
viduals are equal, and so are the benefits 
received. Take any particular individual, 
and you will find that he receives more than 
he contributes, but so does every other indi- 
vidual. This is the nature of society and 
explains its enormous advantage over the 
savage state, 
Again Dr. Quarles shows confusion of 
thought in speaking of land as if it were 
a person, whose rights were threatened. 
Instead of land and labor let us use land- 
owners and laborers. They are the two 
parties to the discussion and the question 
at issue is whether land-owners sha] longer 
be allowed to make laborers pay them for 
permission to labor (or to stand) on the 
earth and also to pay all the expenses of 
government. ; 
A contra-argument on the single tax*ques- 
tion seldom progresses far — — t is 
urged that labor also has its unearned in- 
crement; that the same service brings a 
greater reward in a large city than in a 
small town. It is true that the city min- 
ister receives a larger salary and the city 
doctor and lawyer collect larger fees, but 
as a rule the service is not the same. Men 
of the highest talent generally find their 
way to the large cities. A lawyer or doc- 
tor of small ability and education will do 
better in a small town or village than in a 
large city. The case of the land-owner is 
entirely different. The $4,000 a front foot 
that his lot is valued at or the $25,000 a 
year net rental that it will bring is wholly 
the creation of society. He may never have 
laid syes on his lot or lifted a finger to im- 


thought to the interests of the people who 
have created the value which enables him 
A in princely style in a European cap- 


It would be a waste of time and space to 
follow through all the maze of false rea- 
soning that makes up the body of Dr. 
Quarles’ article. I select a few specimens 
at random. He says: 

“Let a man build a mill where he has 
no neighbor within fifty miles of him, and 
his mill is valueless. He runs it one day 
in the year for the supply of his own 
needs. Immigrants, however, settle around 
him; a town, a city springs up, and his 
mill is in the center; it has appreciated a 
hundred, a thousand fold, and by no ef- 
fort of his.“ 

The answer to this is that the mill has 
not increased in Value. It can be dupli- 
cated for much less than its original cost. 
It is the value of the location that has in- 
creased a thousand fold. And this in- 
crease should belon to the community 
that created it. This is the very gist of 
the whole question. It is location that 
gives value to land. A single acre in the 
heart of New York City is worth more 
than one hundred thousand acres in Da- 
kota, or a million acres in Central Africa. 
What is it makes land in New York City 
worth $15,000,000 an acre? Primarily, the 
presence of several millions rr on or 
near Manhattan Island; secondly, a tribu- 
tary population of seventy millions. Every 
hod carrier, every errand boy in New York 
City, every worthy citizen of the United 
States clear out to San Francisco, helps to 

ive to Broadway land its enormous value. 

he greater part of that value, therefore, 
should go to pay the expenses of municipal 
and State government, leaving a proper 
proportion for the Federal treasury. 

Here is a “‘clincher.”’ 

“The contention is, that the land owner 
does not earn the increased value of his 
land by any effort of his own; that he has, 
therefore, no equitable right to it; that the 
unearned increment belongs to society. The 
point then is, that the owner has not earned 
the increment, because he has made no ef- 
fort fort; increment, like any other value, 
must be earned by effort. Let us now ap- 
ply this same principle to society; has so- 
ciety earned the increment by effort?“ 

Yes, society has earned the increment by 
effort. An inert society creates no land 
‘value. The increment of land values is di- 
rectly proportioned to the intelligence, in- 
dustry and enterprise of the people. This 
needs no argument or illustration. 

It is not “admitted that land, though na- 
ture’s gift. must become private property to 
be available for taxation.“ This is an- 
other illustration of failure to comprehend 
the single tax theory. The possession of 
land must be secured to the Individual be- 
fore it is taxable;“ but possession is not 
ownershin. This point is made clear by 
Herbert Spencer in “Social Statics.’’ Chap- 
ter IX.. or the same matter quoted in Henry 
George's “A Permiexed Philosopher.” 

No. 5 of Dr. Quarles’ “‘Weak Points in 
Progress and Povertv' is this: Under the 
Single tax there might and would be a 
large element, intellieent. thrifty and 
wealthy, holding no land and therefore pay- 
ing no taxes.“ 

Where would these intelligent and wealth 
citizens build their stores and factories an 
residences ga as to escane a tax on land? 
Would they live and carry on their business 
up in balloons? 

After acknowledging in his introduction 
that no satisfactory evystem of taxation 
has vet been put into practice, Dr. Quarles 
gives a number of arguments under the 
heading The Single Tax Is Uncalled For.“ 
Everyone who has considered the subject 
admits the injustice and inefficacy of our 
present system of taxation. Some just and 
effective system is therefore confessedly 
needed. It rests with opponents of single 
tax to brine forward a better svstem. Here 
again Dr. Quaries shows his failure to com- 
prehend the working of the single tax. He 
thinks it would add to the burdens of the 
farmers. If such were the case it could not 
be recommended. The fact is no class 
would be more benefited than the farmer. 
He would be relieved of all the burden 
of indirect taxation that he now bears, 
as well as all taxes On houses and barns, 
stock and implements. Clearly this exemp. 
tion would more than balance the additional 
tax (if there should be any at all) on his 
bare land. At the same time he would share 
the increase in general prosnverity§ that 
would come to all classes from the increased 
purchasing power of the masses both in 
home and foreign markets. Is it not ab- 
eurd to attribute the privation that comes 
to the millions in this country and in Fu- 
rope to the excess of the very things for 
want of which they suffer? Can there be 
too much wheat when thousands in this 
country are starving and millions in Fu- 
rope know not the luxury of wheat bread? 
It is not overproduction, but undercon- 
sumption that causes stagnation: and this

ABYSSINIAN WOMEN. 


Menelik Claims an Unbroken Descent 


From the Queen of Sheba. 


One likes to believe that Maqueda, of the 
dynasty cf Balkis, the Queen of Sheba or 
Saba, who paid the famous visit to King 


Solomon at Jerusalem, was surpassingly 


beautiful, and there is no ovidence to the 
contrary. From her son Menelik the kings 
of Abyssinia claim to this day an un- 
broken descent. This may be considered 
by some as sufficient to account for the 
acknowledged gem J of the Abyssianian 
women, but the real cause is probably to 
be found in thé fact that Galla tribes, who 
live to the south and southwest of Abys- 
sinia in a subjection to the reigning Negus, 
“which is- almost less than nominal, have 
from time to time overrun the land which 
affects to rule them. Galla women are

Be these things as they may, many Eu- 
ropean travelers have gone into raptures 
over the — daughters of Habesh, says 
the Pall Mal Gazette, and the Itallans 
bear out this appreciation, which seems a 
somewhat strange cne to northern Euro- 
peans. For the Abyssianian women, how- 
ever regular may be their features or how- 
ever lustrous their eyes, have peculiarities 
which do not commend themselves to the 
fastidious. They seldom wash, and their 
mode of hair-dressing is certainly not the 
most cleanly. The hair of the Abyssinian 
women, which seems to be of a texture 
about midway between the “wool” of the 
negro and the soft elastic hair of the Eu- 
ropean, is tied up in a number of plaits, 
usually one for every year of the lady's 
age. Thus arranged, it is. intended to stay 
for at least a couple ot months. Over

To further 
add to their charms, Abysslaplan giris also 
stain their hands and feet With insosilla, 
a dye like henna, and darken their eyelids 
with antimony. 

The dress of Abyssinian women varies, 
naturally according to their station. Those 
of the peasant class wear only a loose white 
tunic, short in the arms, and reaching to be- 
low the knee. It is gathered in at the waist 
or not, according to the fancy of the wearer. 
Sometimes it is so arranged that the right 
arm and breast are left entirely bare. Wom- 
en of the middle class wear a long loose gar- 
ment of cotton, generally from Manchester, 
over an under vest of silks The cotton dress 
is tastefully embroidered and ornamented. 
Their shoes, rarely worn outside the house, 
are in the Turkish fashion, much curved at 
the toes, and usually of red leather. Side- 
saddles are unknown, and a lady upon a 
journey is content to ride astride like a 
man. For these expeditions trousers are 
worn, and these, too, are richly ‘embroider- 
ed. In addition to the skirt and undervest 
of middle-class attire, ladies of rank wear 
also richly-decked overcloaks. As among 
most Fastern nations, the women have their 
separate portion of the house, where they 
cook, grind corn, and tend their bees. Honey 
is a great product of the country; out of it 
is brewed an intoxicating drink called tedge, 
in which women—of course, in their private 
apartments—as well as men indulge to ex- 
cess. 

Marriage takes place at a very early age, 
often, in the case of both sexes, at 9 or 10 
years. As is usual in the East, they are ar- 
ranged between the suitor and the father of 
the girl, and are largely a matter of barter. 
Between betrothal and marriage several 
months elapse, during which the intending 
bridegroom is not supposed to see anything 
of his bride. There are two recognized forms 
of marriage in Abyssinia, the religious and 
the civil. The first, which is indissoluble, is 
rarely contracted—at any rate. by those 
who are not either priests or of an excep- 
tionally sober cast of mind, the great ma- 
jority of persons peters a tie which can 
be severed at will. This civil marriage is per- 
formed by the bride being wrapped entirely 
in a sheet, and placed upon a chair. The 
bridegroom is asked whether he wishes to 
marry her, and upon his replying in the af- 
firmative, the two crook their fingers — 
er under the sheet, the presiding priest de- 
livers a short sermon full of wise advice 
and pious aphorisms; then the question of 
marriage settlements is brought forward 
and promptly settled. 

The wedding is the occasion of much hos- 
pitality, bread, meat, beer, and tedge being 
distributed not only to the friends of the 
bride and bride m, but even to chance 
comers. There is, however, a certain rude 
order, for as soon as one set of guests are 
thought to have consumed enough food and 
drink to satisfy custom, they are expelled, 
if necessary by force, so that a con- 
tingent may occupy their room.

Kiverything tuat is conducive to the health. 
and happinuess of the feathered pets of the 
rich—airy cages, miniature fields of chick- 
weed, daintiy appointed baths—are all fur- 


| nished in this unique institution. More than 


tuat, the invalid songsters are treated and 
nursed as carefully as if they were real 
babies. There are canaries, finches, mock- 
ing birds, linnets, cockatoos and parrots 
among toe forty patients, and a fine noise 
they Leer up. The canaries try to outdo 
each other in whistling, the other birds chip 
in, and the cockatoos and parrots contrib- 
ute their ear-splitting squawks and screech- 
es to the general din, waich is particularly 
deafening when the birds are waiting for 
breakfast in the early mornings. 

The patients include birds with broken 
wings, birds with sore throats, birds with 
the gapes, birds with corns on their toes, 
and besides there are parlor boarders who 
are not afflicted, but whose owners are 
abroad. It is a hotel as well as a hospital, 
and boarders are taken by the day, week, 
month or year. The rates are not pigh, 
ranging from 25c to i0c a week, accordifig to 
the size and appetite of and trouble given 
by the bird. 

The care of these birds occupies the en- 
tire time of one woman. 

They each have a bit of toast for 
breakfast and they are so noisy in teasing 
for it that they have to be fed before 
any one else in the house can take a bite 
in comfort. 

The bathing process occuples all the 
morning hours. The taste and temperament 
of each little aristocrat is consulted and 
the bath is arranged to suit. Those who 
are docile and fond of water are permitted 
to dip in a porcelain tub, after which they 
plume themselves at leisure in a window 
aviary. The lazy birds and those which 
show the same distaste for a bath as small 
boys do, are sprinkled with a watering pot, 
while they splutter and splash about, some- 
times flying into a fury and shrieking like 
spoilt children. 

The invalids are eponged and then 
wrapped in tiny blankets until they dry. 
If they are truly sick they submit very 
willingly to this process. 

The Lirds’ doctor says that many of the 
ailments which she treats are brought on 
by improper bathing and diet. .She does 
not advise owners of birds to provide a 
bath until their pets are a year old. She 
also says the habit of — | sugar and 
cake to canaries is especially injurious.

There is quite as 
varied an assortment as a doctor would 
use in ordinary practice. 

Birds don’t like to take medicine it seems, 
and it has always to be administered by 
trickery. If the drug is colorless and taste- 
less it is dropped into the water. If not it is 
given with a spoon. Of course a patient 
will peck at a spoon as soon as it is held to 
its bill and that furnishes the opportunity 
for the liquid to be poured down his throat. 

The ailment most frequently treated is loss 
of voice, caused by a cold or pneumonia. 
One of the isolated cases was a canary with 
boils. Another had nervous prostration, in- 
duced in part by having been fed on stale 
seed and — up late nights. 

The doctor has a dozen pets of her own 
and they all live together in one big cagé. 
At least they all did live together until 
recently when there was discord in the 
happy family.

„Therefore, it seems,” says M. Flamma- 
rion, that a certain number of meteorites 
must come from these different sources. 
Without doubt some of them may be the 
dust of defunct worlds wandering in space. 
But their analogy with the interior rocks 
of the terrestrial globe would seem to in- 
dicate that many of them come from our 
own planet. Those which arrive with a 
mall velocity may have the moon for their 
origin, but the great speed with which 
some of them strike the earth indicates 
that they come from some star, From the 
nearest star to the earth is a journey which 

would take a meteorite no less than 
F000 000 of years to make.” 


THE BIGGEST POTATO. 


Tt Weighs Eighty-Six Pounds and 
Would Feed a Hundred Men. 

The biggest potato that mortal man has

DUCKS DROWN AN EAGLE. 


A Big Gang of Them Managed to Raise 
a Tremendous Splash. 


“Four years ago,” writes a Connecticut 
hunter, “while shooting ducks with Mr. 
Waller (President Cleveland’s duck blind 
builder), I noticed a flock of 3,00 or 4,000 crow 
ducks. Half an hour later I noticed an eagle 
going toward the flock. When he arrived at 
the proper distance he made a dart, but 
the ducks, as if by magic, went under the 
water like a flash and sent up a volume of 
water as big as fa mine had exploded. This 
was done time and again, and finally «the 
volume of water thrown up was so great 
that the eagle was nearly drowned. An old 
ducker once told me that he had witnessed 
the same scene, and that the eagle was 
drowned. This is a sight seldom seen, which 
may occur but once in a ducking life of 
fifty years.“ 

The nearest anybody ever came to the 
drowning eagle story was Frank NM. Chap- 
man in his “Birds of Eastern North Ameri- 
ca.“ when he says: “When alarmed they pat. 
ter over the water, using their feet as 
much as their wings. The sound produced 
is a characteristi¢ one.“ He does not say 
whether the water flies or not, but one 
could imagine that a crow duck just as it 
turned up to dive could give its scalloped 
webbed feet a kick up behind like a vicious 
mule, and so saturate the eagle that it 
would be drowned. Eagles often catch liv- 
ing fish out of the water, and, of course, 
get more or less wet in doing so, but per- 
haps the Potomac River eagles are of a dit- 
— oh Species than those known to bird 

oks.

Dr. James Weir, Jr., of Kentucky, 66 


written an article on the subject for the 
May number of the Popular Science Month- 
ly, giving the results of recent explora- 
tions he undertook. 

Dr. Weir thinks that ‘the pigmies came 
originally from the banks of the Niger, 
from where they migrated to other coun- 


tries, notably the United States. 

The Andamanese, from the Andaman 
Islands, Bay of Bengal, probably approxi- 
mate more nearly in stature form the 
pigmies of the United States than do any 
other tribe of little people saye the Akka 
and Bushmen of Africa. The Tasman- 
lans, however, resemble our negritos very 
much, as far as facial angle and expres- 
sion are concerned. Dr. Weir has, there- 
fore, introduced in ‘this article the por- 
trait of a Tasmanian for the sake of com- 
parison. 

The true negro is dolichocephalic (long- 
headed); is of average height as compared 
with the white race; his form is not round- 
ed, but on the contrary, 18 yay spare 
and angular; he is not at all h „ anda 
strong, acrid, hirecic and disgusting odor 
emanates from his person, 

The negrito or pigmy, wherever found, is, 
on the contrary, brachycephalic (round- 
headed) or subbrachycephalic; he is far be- 
low the average he_ght; his form is rounded; 
his body is generally covered with a soft, 
downy fell, and no appreciable odor is given 
off from his person. The true negro has 
large feet and hands, while in the negrito 
or pigmy these members are small and 
delicately shaped. 

Dr. Weir came across some old papers 
published in New Orleans in 1842, and found 
a record of the importation of a lot of 
dwarf negro slaves, and a letter of date 
Feb. 20, 1773, in which reference is made to 
the purchase of a lot of little “genuine 
niggers.”’ These were called negritos, and 
the present race of pigmies are their de- 
scendants. 

Crossing.“ said Dr. Weir, has done 
much toward obliterating the pure type, 
many of these little people having only 
their undersized bodies and brachycephalic 
heads to indicate their origin; and wher- 
ever there is a strain of negrito blood in 
an indévidual he is very apt to possess one 
or both of these striking characteristics.” 

What Dr. Weir has to say of the man- 
ners and customs of these strange little 
people is most interesting: 

In a number of localities, notably in Flor- 
ida and in Louisiana, the negrito has aban- 
doned civilization and relapsed into savage- 
ry. He supports himself by hunting and 
fishing, and never leaves his haunts in 
morass and forest unless compelled to do so 
by lack of ammunition or other necessary 
supplies. He is a devil worshiper, paying 
more attention towards propitiating the 
Evil One, in order to keep out of his 
clutches, than to God, who does not need 
1 because he is good and mer- 
ciful. 

Voudou and walla-walla dances 2 in- 
cantation ceremonies are of almost nightly 
occurrence among these people. Every hol- 
low tree, every tangled brake and every 
miry morass is the dwelling-place of either 
a ghost or an evil spirit. The fetich is great- 
ly in evidence, every hunter carying about 
with him some peculiarly formed root or 
stone, or perhaps a conjure bag,” which he 
wears securely tied around his neck, and 
which has been furnished him by some 
noted “conjure doctor.“ 

So much afraid of ghosts and spirits are 
these negritos that they will rarely leave 
their hovels at night. Whenever they do 
go out at night they never go alone, but 
always in companies. Courtship and mar- 
riage among these half-savage negritos pos- 
sess some peculiarities which have partially 
originated with themselves; yet some of 
their customs in these social rites seem to 
be only modifications of similar ceremonies 
handed down to them by their ancestors. 
For instance, the young negrito man will 
leave a basket of fruit at the door of his 
sweetheart’s hut some time during the 
night. If she takes it In the next day he 
knows that his suit has met with favor. 

The Sakies of India and the Obongos of 
Africa go through the same performance. 
Marriage, however, especially among the 
Florida negritos, is simply a mating of the 
two individuals. Where these little peo- 
ple still live in the neighborhood of towns 
and thickly settled portions of the country, 
they generally seek the services of a minis- 
ter or a magistrate, though not always.

Mrs. Burnett’s “Lady of Quality” has 
met with immediate success, and is de- 
lieved by many good judges to be a book of 
much more than ordinary merit.

There are certain coarstnesses in 
“A Lady of Ouadhty,” but to compare Ara- 
bella and Clorinda seems to me simple mad- 
ness. There are points in Mrs. Burnett's 
book that are Open to criticism, and one 
of these is the light and airy way in which 
Clorinda kills her ex-lover with a loaded 
whip and kicks his body under the divan 
to get it out of the way of her guests. To 
be sure, there was nothing else for her to 
do, but the reader wonders whether she 
would have done anything else if she could, 
He was a thing to her, and not an ordinary 
corpse. To appreciate her conduct we must 
take circumstances into consideration. 
Clorinda was a creature of her environ- 
ment and a dead man more or less was not 
a very disturbing element, even though he 
might have died by her hand. Those days 
were not these days, and Clorinda was a 
remarkable woman even for her time.
